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1. Dr. BRUECKHER recently advised us that he plans to make 
another visit to the U.S. approximately in late March of this 
year. This will be in connection with Chancellor ADENAUERS 
planned trip to Japan followed by a visit to the U.S. Dr. 

BRUECKNER plans to travel first to Japan and then to stop in 
the .U.S. on his return trip. We will inform you of further de- 
tails as they become available. 

2. The eldest BRUECKNER daughter, Christiana, was recently 
awarded a scholarship by the American Pield Service to attend school 
in the U.S. for one year under an exchange program similar to that 
participated iD previously by the son, Ernst Jr. Christiana does 
not yet know where she will attend school in the U.S. but present 
plans call for her to leave in August of this year. Ernst Jr. has 
completed his tour of duty with the Bundeswehr and is now studying 
law at the University of Marburg. 
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
